tuition is free, there is reason for encouragement. Hence we congratulate 


Midland on her continued prosperity, and pledge her again our most loyal 
and zealous support. | 
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1. THE WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

This, the youngest institution of our church, is full of promise. In this 
department there are four more students than last year, seven in all. The 
vacancies in the Kansas and Nebraska Synods are fast being filled up by her 
graduates. May God bless richly our college and seminary, and make them 
pillars of education and righteousness in the midst of our beloved Zion. 


X. MISCELLANEOUS, 


The church at Valley Falls, under the leadership of Bev. S. M. Lesher, suc- 
ceeded in liquidating a seven hundred dollar debt during the year. 

The Lutheran church at Greenleaf, Rev. J. Nelson Lentz, pastor, expended 
six hundred dollars ($600) in improvements. 

St. Mark’s, Atchison, Rev. W. F. Rentz, pastor, decreased their debt five 
hundred dollars ($500). | 

The Norcatur church, Rev. Jonas Freet, pastor, spent $300 in improvements. 

Also several other churches have expended considerable amounts in improv- 
ing their places of worship, all of which is certainly commendable for these 
times. | 
The Lutherans of Marshall and Washington counties rallied again this 
season on the banks of the Blue River at Waterville, under the supervision of 
Rev. 1. B. Heisey, and from all accounts had a grand, good time. Would that 
these rallies could be multiplied in our Synod. 

XI. STATE OF RELIGION. 


In examining the reports on the State of Religion, we potice : 

1. Some encouragements. 

4. That the lutheran and Scriptural custom of infant baptism is growing in 
favor in our midst. This speaks volumes for pastoral fidelity and filial piety. 

6. Family worship is apparently more generally observed than heretofore. 
With God's blessing daily — on our homes, we cannot well expect 
too much ſrom Zion. 

c. With few exceptions, our Sunday-schools all co-operate in benevolence. 
Aside from the gifts thus gathered, the training in giving will tell blessedly on 
the church of the future. May Gad help us train our youths to do liberal 
things for God. 

2, Some Discouragements, 

4. Systematic benevolence is not yet an accomplished fact in all our 
churches. This is such an important matter, that we must keep at it until this 
work is thoroughly systematized in every congregation. I firmly believe, 
where the pastor has the will and a plan, and work his plans as a rule, he will 
raise his apportionment. 

% In a few congregations there are no missionary societies. A church 
these days can hardly afford to be without a missionary society or a young 
people's society, 

¢. In many charges we notice a tardiness in paying the pastor’s salary. 
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Brethren, let us urge our councils to be faithful in keeping their installation 
vows; and then let us exercise the grace of patience as best we can, fully be- 
lieving that God, who feedeth the sparrows, will not forsake His servants in 
their need. 

@. The lack of spiritual awakenings in our churches is to be lamented. Ob! 
that God could visit all our pastors and people with power from on high. 
May this be the prayer of every heart: “O, Lord, revive thy work in the midst 
of the years; in the midst of the years, make known; in wrath, remember 
mercy.” Hab. iii. 2. 


IN CONCLUSION, 


As we meet in this Synodical Convention, at the close of another year, and 
review our work, how meagre it seems in comparison to what we hoped to do, 
or to what the Master expected of us. But we humbly lay our work at the 
foot of the cross, and ask Him who hung thereon, to forgive our failures, and 
give us grace and strength to go on doing His blessed will. May we, each 
and all, find grace sufficient for our day and trial. Thanking you for your 
kindly consideration and cordial co-operation during our incumbency of the 
executive office of this Synod, we now lay down the trust committed to our 
care for the past two years, praying that the presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit may be upon us, as a Synod, in all our sessions.

Report of the Trustees of the Tressler Orphans’ Home. 


On account of distance and expense, neither of your trustees attended the 
annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, held at the Home in Loysville, Pa., 
in June. They did, however, send a letter of greeting and gratulation, with 
the assurance that more substantial interest would be manifest through our 
usual contributions. Our Treasurer informs us that our synodical apportion- 
ment for this cause has been more than met, thus redeeming our pledge. Our 
church papers, together with the little paper published at the Home in its in- 


| terest, give so full general information regarding it, that it is thought needless 


to enter into details as to its work and needs in this report. Suffice it to say 
that the Home is now in better condition, and more successfully accomplish- 
ing its mission, than hitherto in its history. One hundred and forty-seven 
children are now on its roll, with still more applications pending. The want 
of funds to maintain them precludes the reception of many who have sought 
its protection and benefits. Its former officers were re-elected at the annual 
meeting. Its treasurer reported the receipts from all sources, including last 
years’ balance, at $20,691.34; expenditures, $13,470.04 leaving $7,221.30 in 
his hands, which sum enables the Board to make some greatly needed addi- 
tions and improvements to its material equipment. Of course, we bespeak this 
Synod’s continued interest in this cause, which needs no special commendation 


from us.

FIRST SESSION. | 


Lawrence, Kan., Oct, 21, 1896. 

The Sixteenth Annual Anniversary Service of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of Lutheran Church of 
the Kansas Synod was held in the English Lutheran Church, 
Lawrence, Kan., on the evening of Oct. 21st, 7:30 o'clock, 
members of Synod being present, the President, Mrs. E. C. 
Beegle, presiding. 

The service opened and closed with a chorus of Indian pupils 
from Haskell Institute. 

Liturgical service was conducted by Rev. J. G. Griffith, pastor, 
reading of Scripture and prayer by Rev. S. B. Barnitz, D. D. 

Music at proper intervals by choir. | 

Mrs. J. G. Griffith, of Lawrence, welcomed the delegates in 
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behalf of the congregation, also speaking of the separation last 
year and the pleasure of being reunited. Mrs. Judson and Mrs. 
Newell were mentioned as being the first to leave our shores to 
carry the gospel to other lands. Although opposed at the outset, 
three-quarters of a century has done much to remove prejudice, 
so that in every country women have opportunities of helping the 
heathen. We have the honor and privilege of belonging to this 
grand army, whose work is to redeem our sex * domestic and 
spiritual thraldom. 

The response was given by Mrs. C. M. Herbst, Kansas City, 
Mo., assuring the congregation and friends of our gratitude and 
appreciation of their loving attention. A brief account was given 
of the organization of the Society at Canton, Ohio, in 1879, with 
a membership of 130, and of the work of the intervening years 
up till the last meeting in Williamsport, Pa., ths ; the number 
of members at present being 19,552, this increase is cause for 
much thanksgiving to God for His help. The heart of Luther- 
anism was located in Illinois; a few statements were also given 
concerning the foreign workers and their fields of labor. 

The President then delivered her annual address. 


President's Address. 

Dear Sisters and Co-Workers: For the sixteenth time, representatives of 
Woman's Missionary Societies of this Synod have assembled to report prog- 
resg and plan for further effort. We are grateful, not only for this privilege, 
but for the manifold mercies and blessings of the past year. Truly the angel 
of the Lord, that “encampeth round about them that fear him, and delivereth 
them,” has kept watch over us. Although appalling casualties have devastated 
districts of our fair land, far and near, leaving desolation and sorrow in their 
wake, we and our interests have been mercifully shielded. 

THE PAST YEAR. 

Encouraging success has attended our efforts as a Synodical Society, yet 
the last-written page of our history must needs record hopes unfulfilled, as 
well as purposes accomplished. Other officers will report our work in detail, 
but it is my pleasant privilege to commend past faithfulness, as well as to 
solicit continued and increased effort. 

In reviewing the associations of the past year, in order to render a report 
thereof, the recollection of correspondence, of personal interviews, of hopeful 
planning, and of referring perplexities to the Master Himself, is refreshing. A 
summary of my official acts seems insignificant in comparison with the personal 
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benefits derived from this touch with the loyal, consecrated women of this 
Synodical district. My supervision has been chietly through correspondence, 
and I take pleasure in expressing my appreciation of the uniform courtesy and 
co-operation manifested by all with whom I have held such intercourse. 
Weak are any words of praise I might speak in behalf of my sister officers and 
committee · ladies. To become acquainted with the personnel of this Synod is 
to recognize their worth in church work. Wise in counsel, willing in effort, 
and charitable withal, have they proved. 

Correspondence with your respective societies has revealed more than the 
mere statement of the written page. Timid, self-distrustful sisters have gained 
self-confidence by relying upon the Source of all strength. Those who long for 
the diffusion of Gospel light, as does the weary watcher for day-dawn, have been 
grieved over any seeming abatement of interest on the part of others. The 
spiritually-minded have become more Christ-like in their efforts to win souls 
and enlist workers. Some auxiliaries have gained valuable members, whilst in 
one or two a corresponding loss in membership has been sustained. One 
new auxiliary—rather a resuscitated one—has been added to our roll, and the 
prospect for the organization of Woman's Societies in several congregations 
is encouraging. | 

Your loyalty in responding to special appeals, which it was our duty to pass 
on to you from the executives of our general society, has been most gratifying. 
Knowing the local conditions which must frequently have put the spirit of 
benevolence to the test, especially in mission churches, we refer all who have 
contributed under such circumstances to the Master's commendation of the 
historic widow, for their meed of praise. 

Doubtless, peculiar discouragements have tried both faith and hope, but 
have you not realized the all-sufficiency of the promised grace? Possibly, 
sometimes, your meetings lacked the enthusiasm of numbers, and you felt 
tempted to wonder if such effort pays. Yes, it pays. It is the faithful per- 
formance of duty as individuals that promotes spiritual growth, increases zeal, 
and crowns our labors with success. When we feel weak and inefficient, let 
us place one hand in that of the Master whom we serve, and extend the other 
with its offering of self, influence, time, and money, to benighted humanity, 
praying, as did Dr. Bethune, “© God, forgive what I have been; sanctify 
what I am;. orde: what I shall be, and thine shall be the glory, and mine the 
everlasting salvation, through Jesus Christ, my Lord,” 

OUR MISSION FIELDS. | 

The past year hes witnessed cheering progress in our work, both at home 
and abroad. In their untiring and judicious efforts, our missionaries have 
proved themselves capable, consecrated, self. sacrificing. A joy, an inspiration 
indeed are they to us. | 

MEMBERSHIP. | 

Our general society is growing, but rather slowly. On noting its growth, 

however, we may rightfully exclaim, “ What hath God wrought !"—wrought in 
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and by a comparatively few women of the General Synod — 
who constitute its Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society. Com- 
paratively few,” we say advisedly, since approximately only one-fifth of the 
woman communicants of the church at large are enrolled as mission workers. 

Is not the situation sufficiently analogous to the cleansing of the ten lepers 
and the subsequent praises of only one of them for us to inquire, in imitation 
of the Divine Healer, “ Have not the women of the Church, as a whole, been 
partakers of the benefits entailed to woman through Christianity?” And 
does not the Master's allusion to the ingratitude of the recipients of the special 
blessings in the inquiry, Where are the nine? justify a like inquiry on our 
part? And why in this Synod, comprising forty-cight congregations, does 
this Synodical Society number only twenty-nine anxiliaries? Let us inquire 
into the matter. 

Sisters, how far are we responsible for the situation? Are we true mission 
leaven? Are our hearts so aglow with mission zeal that not only our en- 
treaties, but our silent influence, announces to the indifferent church sister, 
“The Master calleth for thee?” Are we fulfilling the aim of our organization 
in disseminating missionary intelligence, and in inculcating a missionary spirit 
not only in our societies, but in our congregations? Are we urging and pray- 
ing with the importunity of the widow who thus gained her request? 


PLEA FOR ORGANIZATION, 


The hearty support of the church boards and many pastors has encouraged 
enlarged effort, and we are hopeful that the time will soon come when uni- 
versal endorsement will so further organization, that our General Society, 
going on “from strength to strength,” will become a mighty power in the 
evangelization of the world. 

But Mary and Martha have their counterparts in the church to-day. The 
Marys still love to sit at the Master’s feet and learn His will, whilst the Mar- 
‘thas are still “careful and troubled about many things.” In this the close of 
the nineteenth century of grace and progress it ought not so to be. 

The existence of the Woman's Missionary Society has produced not a few 
arguments in its own favor. Its educational influence upon its members, and 
through them upon their families; the better impulses with which it has en- 
riched and ennobled womankind, and, above all, the altruistic spirit which has 
made many an otherwise unfortunate life happy, are some of the blessed reflex 
benefits of mission work. 

We plead for more general organization and the enlistment of a greater 
number of the women of congregations having Missionary Societies for still 
another reason—the vastness of woman’s work for woman in foreign lands. 
The 14,000,000 Christian women must carry the gospel to the 425,000,000 
heathen women, since social restrictions forbid man’s teaching women in 
heathendom. “The heathen mothers Christianized means heathendom Chris- 
tianized eventually,” says a writer of to-day. 
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OUR YOUNG PEOPLE. | 
We sing to the “ mighty army of the young,” 
Wait not till the shadows lengthen, 
Till you older grow: | 
Rally now and sing for Jesus, 
Ev'rywhere you go: 
Lift your joyful voices high, 
Ringing clear thro’ earth and sky 
Let the blessed tidings fly, | 
Jesus lives!’ | 
And we do not sing to an imaginary host nor to n subjects. The 


present uprising of Christian young men and young women is unprecedented 
in the annals of history, The number of schools for their mental training is 
multiplying year by year, and the doors of these temples of learning swing 
open to an ever-increasing procession of the choicest youth the world has 
ever known. But the development of the benevolent side of the youthful 
nature must not be left to the erudite professor and the voiceless teachers of 
the library. It must be commenced in the home, in the Sunday-school, in the 
Mission Bend. | 

If it be true that the boy is father to the man, it is equally tru: that the 
woman is mother to the boy, giving bent to his social and religious nature, 
and thus to successive generations. Will the mother, the elder sister, the 
Sunday-school teacher, it may be, who is not herself interested in mission 
work, awaken any such interest in the youthful mind? The question is not, 
in reality, she do it? but is she whose heart has not responded to the 
divine appeal capable of doing se?" The injunctions of the sage, together 
with nature’s law of the exercise and development of any power, urge a con- 
sideration of the question of interesting the young in Mission work. 

Many who are deeply interested in the progress of Mission work have de- 
plored the seeming reluctance of not only our young people, but of those who, 
in many instances, decide such steps for them, in the matter of organization 
for mission study and mission work in general. Anxious expectancy has, time 
and again, given way to hopeless disappointments. However, may we not 
conclude that, when plans failed, prayer prevailed? To-day we rejoice in the 
prospect of the fulfilment of our fond hopes. Our young people are organiz- 
ing for Christian work, and a fostering interest in their efforts may bring about 
the greatly-desired training in all lines of benevolence. We s¢em to see this 
increasing army pondering the command. Go, teach all nations,” and to hear 
a vigorous response, Here am I; send me.” | 

FINALLY. | 

Let us endeavor as never before to obey the divine commission, “ Occupy 
till I come; let us go forward, as a Synodical Society, as auxiliaries, as indt- 
vidual members, praying always, “ The work of our hands establish Thou it. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It seems fitting that we should plan for our next year's work, therefore | 
would recommend : 

1. That studious effort be put forth in enlisting more of the women of our 
respective congregations, in influencing the women of neighboring congrega- 
tions to organize, in interesting young people's societies in missionary work, 
and in organizing children’s bands. 

2. Infuse systematic effort in all lines of auxiliary work, including a prompt 
response to appeals for special objects, be the offering of the auxiliary large or 
small. 

3. That we again make box - work a feature of our work for this quarter, 
possibly by the societies of the several conferences joining in such effort, as 
heretofore. |

5. The appointment of a Synodical reporter who, from time to time, shall 
furnish notes of methods and progress to the Missionary Fournal. 

6. Continued and increased loyalty to the Executive Committee of our Gen- 
eral Society; also to the several church boards.

Historian's Retrospect. 

„Back ward, turn backward, just for once, O! Mother time in your flight.” 

I have been asked to give you the progressive steps of the Kansas Synodical 
Society, in its development and growth, from the time of its organization up to 
the present. October 14, 1880, five ladies, strong in faith for the Master's 
work, met in the Lutheran church of this city, (Father Trimper pastor—he 
has lung since gone to his reward), to organize a Synodical Society in con- 
nection with the Kansas Synod. We met as representatives from four auxilar- 
ies. Back of us to-day lie sixteen years of earnest, faithful labor. In the very 
infancy of our church organizations, we were endeavoring to plant Woman's 
Missionary Societies, thereby helping to give strength and life to all the benev- 
olent enterprises. The propriety was indeed looked upon by some of the wiser 
lights with a degree of suspicion. Woman's societies were an innovation, but 
they have proved themselves to be a good thing. The Woman's Societies of 
to-day are doing more for benevolence than the whole General Synod did, 
when organized in 1820. Is not to-day the fulfillment of yesterday, the prom- 
ise of to-morrow? In the beginning of this work, large sums were not added 
to the “ General Treasury,” but we believe that every dollar paid was given 
through sacrifice, and the offerings thus mace are great in God's sight, and are 
the most inspiring missionary sermons evet preached. We met in churches 
that had been erected during seasons of severe drought, failure of crops, re- 
moval of members and friends, and many bitter discouragements; they had 
cost sleepless hours, tears and toilings, but the welcome always came from 
hearts glowing with the warmth of Christian love. | 

Some of our faithful ministers and their wives traveled overland from 100 
to 150 miles to attend the Annual Meeting of Synod and Woman's Conven- 
tion. God had given us this work to do, He had answered our prayers of 
faith, giving us greater gifts than we had faith to ask for. Each year noted 
advancement in gain of auxiliaries, membership and offerings. Our first 
special object was Freeport. In many instances the question arose, was it 
wise, was it prudent for our struggling societies, that represented organizations 
without a church home, to contribute to other missions. But Christ said 
“ Bear ye one another's burdens and thus fulfil the law.” At this time Miss 
Kistler was contemplating the work for India; this opened anew a special in- 
terest in Foreign work, enlarging our love and enthusiasm for the world’s 
salvation. The work had been marked by a steady and appreciable progress. 
A Literature Committee was appointed, tracts and leaflets pertaining to the 
subject of missions were disseminated, Conference Committees appointed, and 
whenever expedient a half day’s session held in connection with the confer- 
ence, thus arousing an interest on the subject of missions in that community. 
There was such commendable progress in more systematic work and increased 
contributions, that it was deemed expedient that the Kansas Synodical Society 
should be incorporated under the laws of the state of Kansas. 
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In 1889 the Executive Committee decided to issue a little quarterly called 
the Synodical Reporter. It was found exceedingly helpful in many ways, and 
was published four years. It was under the control and supervision of the 
synodical officers. Young Ladies’ Societies and Children's Bands were or- 
ganized and thus step by step the work grew, talent hitherto dormant was de- 
veloped and in many instances surprisingly. I remember the day when a “ mis- 
sionary meeting was looked upon with terror. Now it is hailed with delight. 

We have numbered 26 Societies, and now a membership of over 500. 
$7871.18 have gone into the General Treasury through the channels of these 
Woman's Societies; thus the little we have given bas helped to build churches, 
supported missionaries at home and abroad, educated natives for the ministry 
and contributed to the comfort and well-being of our sisters in India and 
Africa. I fear some of us 16 years ago thought India and Africa, oh, so far 
away! Yes, over 7000 miles away, just the same distance to-day, how changed 
our views. We have loved ones over there, and the distance does not seem 
half so great. We are interested in them and their work. We have become 
better informed. We know their needs, and better understand the divine in- 
junction, Go ye into all the world.” We should not forget the spiritual bene- 
fit derived from our mingling together once a month, and also in these annual 
meetings. This cannot be computed in dollars and cents. “She hath done 
what she could” is a comforting passage of Scripture. It is God’s eye that 
seeth and understands the efforts made by His servants, and He will bestow 
upon them the merited reward. As I look into your faces to-day, I see old 
and tried friends and workers. I believe your Historian is the only one pres- 
ent that met here 16 years ago; the others are faithful in the work, but have 
gone to distant fields.
